1 . SUMMARY: IN AUGUST 1 1 CCD PLENARY MEETING, US REP GAVE 
STATEMENT ON SOVIET MASS DESTRUCTION WEAPONS (MDW ) 

PROPOSAL, SAYING THAT IT WOULD BE BETTER TO DEAL WITH 
NEW MDW ON CASE-BY-CASE BASIS, WHEN SUCH WEAPONS ARE 
SPECIFICALLY INDENTIFIED. JAPANESE REP GAVE EXTENSIVE 
STATEMENT ON NON-PROLIFERATION AND INTERNATIONAL NUCLEAR 
COOPERATION. UK REP INTRODUCED TECHNICAL WORKING PAPER 

ON CHEMICAL WEAPON NERVE AGENT PROPHYLAXIS. MONGOLIAN REP 
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GAVE ROUTINE GENERAL STATEMENT, ECHOING SOVIET VIEWS. 

COMMITTEE TOOK DECISIONS APPROVING PROGRESS REPORT OF 
SEISMIC EXPERTS GROUP AND DATES FOR NEXT MEETING. END SUMMARY 

2. US REP (FISHER), COMMENTING ON SOVIET PROPOSED TREATY 
ON MASS DESTRUCTION WEAPONS (MDW), STATED THAT THE MOST 
EFFECTIVE APPROACH WOULD BE TO KEEP THE QUESTION OF MDW 
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UNDER REVIEW, DEVELOPING SPECIFIC AGREEMENTS WHEN SPECIFIC 
POTENTIAL WEAPONS ARE IDENTIFIED. US REP SAID THIS WOULD 
ENABLE VERIFICATION AND CONTROL ARRANGEMENTS TO BE SPECIFICALLY 
TAILORED TO THE WEAPONS IN QUESTION. FURTHER, US REP DOUBTED 
THAT ATTEMPTS TO REACH AGREEMENTS ON SPECIFIC TYPES OF WEAPONS 
WOULD BE HELPED BY ATTEMPTING TO LINK THESE SPECIFIC AGREEMENTS 
TO AN OVERALL TREATY DEALING WITH TECHNOLOGICAL FIELDS NOT 
CLEARLY ASSOCIATED WITH WEAPONS OF MASS DESTRUCTION, OR WHOSE 
WEAPONS POTENTIAL IS NOT CLEARLY UNDERSTOOD. (FULL TEXT 
CONTAINED REF A). 

3. JAPENESE REP (OGISO), BEGINNING LENGTHY STATEMENT 
ENTITLED "BASIC POLICY OF JAPAN ON NUCLEAR NON-PROLIFERATION," 

SAID THAT THE BASIC QUESTION IS HOW TO PURSUE BOTH NON- 
PROLIFERATION GOALS AND INCREASING CIVIL USE OF ATOMIC ENERGY 
AT THE SAME TIME. EMPHASIZING THAT THE NON-PROLIFERATION 
TREATY (NPT) "CONSTITUTES, IN SPITE OF ITS INHERENT INEQUALITY, 

THE MOST IMPORTANT EXISTING INTERNATIONAL LEGAL FRAMEWORK 
FOR PREVENTING NUCLEAR PROLIFERATION," JAPANESE REP SAID THE 
NPT SHOULD BE USED AS A STARTING POINT FOR FURTHER 
INTERNATIONAL EFFORTS. 

4. ANALYZING THE NPT REGIME, JAPANESE REP STATED THAT THE 

NPT CONTAINS A NUCLEAR ARMS CONTROL ELEMENT ("TO BE EXERCISED 
PRIMARILY BY THE SUPER POWERS, IN TRYING TO PREVENT OTHER 
COUNTRIES FROM ACQUIRING NUCLEAR EXPLOSIVE CAPABILITIES"),

SYMBOLIZES THE HOPE OF NUCLEAR DISARMAMENT ON THE PART OF 
NON-NUCLEAR- WEAPON STATES (NNWS), AND CONSTITUTES "A SYSTEM 
OF INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION TO ASSURE THE NON-NUCLEAR- WEAPON 
STATES PARTIES TO THE TREATY THE INALIENABLE RIGHT TO DEVELOP 
NUCLEAR ENERGY FOR PEACEFUL PURPOSES." THE "SPECIAL STATUS" 
ACCORDED THE NUCLEAR- WEAPON STATES (NWS), THE JAPANESE 
REP DECLARED, IS ACCOMPANIED BY THEIR LEGAL OBLIGATION 
UNDER ARTICLE VI TO UNDERTAKE GOOD-FAITH NEGOTIATIONS TOWARD 
CESSATION OF THE NUCLEAR ARMS RACE AND NUCLEAR DISARMAMENT. 
THUS, JAPANESE REP STATED, "IT IS OF VITAL IMPORTANCE THAT 
THE NWS TAKE CONCRETE MEASURES FOR NUCLEAR DISARMAMENT IN 
RESPONSE TO THE TRUST PLACED IN THEM BY THENNWS, AND THAT 
THE INALIENABLE RIGHT OF THE NNWS TO THE PEACEFUL USES OF 
NUCLEAR ENERGY SHOULD BE SUBSTANTIATED TO COUNTERBALANCE THE 
OBLIGATION THEY HAVE UNDERTAKEN TO FOREGO NUCLEAR WESPONS." 
UNFORTUNATELY, JAPANESE REP STATED, "WE HAVE TO ADMIT THAT, 

WHILE UP UNTIL NOW, THERE HAS NOT BEEN ANY MEANINGFUL PROGRESS 
IN THE FIELD OF NUCLEAR DISARMAMENT, THERE ARE RECURRING 
CASES OF NUCLEAR COOPERATION OF LATE IN WHICH COUNTRIES WHICH 
ARE NOT MEMBERS OF THE NPT ENJOY THE SAME BENEFITS AS THOSE 
OF NPT MEMBERS WITHOUT UNDERTAKING THE SAME OBLIGATION. THIS 
TENDENCY MIGHT WELL WEAKEN THE CREDIBILITY OF THE TREATY, 
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EVEN MORE SO IN VIEW OF THE FACT THAT NEW AND ADDITIONAL 
RESTRUCTIONS ARE BEING CONTEMPLATED OR DISCUSSED WITH REGARD 
TO THE DEVELOPMENT OF THE CIVIL NUCLEAR PROGRAMS OF NNWS 
PARTIES TO THE NPT." 
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5. JAPANESE REP ADVOCATED FOUR SPECIFIC MEASURES TO BE TAKEN 
WITHIN THE FRAMEWORK OF THE NPT: 

A. STATES PARTIES TO THE NPT POSSESSING ADVANCED NUCLEAR 
TECHNOLOGY, INCLUDING THE NES, SHOULD TAKE POSITIVE MEARURES 
VIS-AAVIS NNWS PARTIES TO GUARANTEE THEIR RIGHT TO THE 
PEACEFUL USES OF NUCLEAR ENERGY, BASED ON ARTICLE IV OF 

THE NPT. SPECIFICALLY, JAPANESE REP ADVODCATED "CONCRETE 
MEASURES BY WHICH THE ASSURE THE NNWS PARTIES THE ACCESS 
TO SUPPLY OF NATURAL URANIUM, ENRICHMENT AND REPROCESSING 
SERVICES, REACTORS AND OTHER NECESSARY FACILITIES, AS WELL 
AS REALTED TECHNOLOGIES." 

B. AS A CONDITION FOR NUCLEAR COOPERATION, NPT STATES 
PARTIES SHOULD REQUIRE STATES NOT PARTY TO THE NPT TO 
ACCEPT IAEA SAFEGURDS FOR AT LEAST ALL OF THEIR CIVIL 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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NUCLEAR ACTIVITIES, TOGETHER WITH STRICTOR CONTROL PROCEDURES 
THAN THE SAFEGUARDS ACCEPTED BY NPT STATES PARTIES. 

C. NWS SHOULD VOLUNTARILY SUBMIT THEIR CIVIL 
NUCLEAR ACTIVITIES TO THE IAEA SAFEGUARDS SYSTEM. IN 
THIS CONNECTION, JAPANESE REP SELCOMED CONCLUSION BY 
THE US AND UK OF SAFEGUARDS AGREEMENTS WITH THE INTER- 
NATIONAL ATOMIC ENERGY AGENCY (IAEA), CALLING FOR THEIR 
IMPLEMENTATION AT AN EARLY DATE AND APPEALING TO THE 
OTHER NWS TO TAKE THE SAME MEASURES. 

D. THE ROLE OF THE IAEA SHOULD BE STRENGTHENED. 

INTENT HERE WAS NOT SPECIFICALLY SPELLED OUT, BUT 
JAPANESE REP WENT ON TO STATE THAT "THE MAJOR OBJECTIVE 
OF PEACEFUL USES UNDER THE NPT REGIME IS TO DEVELOP 
RESEARCH, PRODUCTION, AND USES OF NUCLEAR ENERGY FOR 
PEACEFUL PURPOSES AS WELL AS TO DEVELOP THE FREE EXCHANGE 
OF EQUIPMENT, MATERIAL AND TECHNICAL INFORMATION AMONG 
MEMBERS STATES.” 

6. JAPANESE REP, DECLARING THAT " IN DISCUSSING THE RISKS 
OF NUCLEAR PROLIFERATION, WE CANNOT OVERLOOK THE FACT 
THAT THE VERY EXISTENCE OF NULCEAR WEAPONS IS THE CORE 
OF THE PROBLEM," RECOMMENDED FIVE MEASURS RELATED TO 
MILITARY ACTIVITIES: 

A. TO PREVENT THE ACCIDENTAL USE OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS, 
ESTABLISHMENT OF "AN ABSOLUTELY EFFECTIVE SYSTEM OF 
CONTROL." IN THIS RESPECT JAPANESE REP SUGGESTED THAT THE 
US AND USSR "CONSOLIDATE EACH OF THEIR CONTROL SYSTEMS 

FOR NUCLEAR WEAPONS AND DEVELOP THEM INTO AN INTERNATIONAL 
ARRANGEMENT." CITING THE US-SOVIET HOT LINE AGREEMENT 
AND ACCIDENTAL WARFARE PREVENTION TREATY, JAPANESE REP 
CALLED FOR FURTHER OBLIGATIONS "TO NOTIFY EACH OTHER IN 
THE EVENT OF SUCH POTENTIALLY DANGEROUS ACTIVITIES AS 
MISSILE LAUNCHING TESTS AND MILITARY EXERCISES." 
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B. EARLY CONCLUSION OF A SALT II AGREEMENT, ENABLING 
THE BEGINNING OF SALT III NEGOTIATIONS "AIMING AT THE 
SUBSTANTIAL REDUCTION OF NULCEAR WEAPONS." 

C. CONCLUSION OF A COMPREHENSIVE TEST BAN (CTB) 

TREATY. STATING THAT JAPAN ATTACHES GREAT IMPORTANCE 

TO ENDING THE QUALITATIVE IMPROVEMENT OF NULCEAR WEAPONS 
AS THE FIRST STEP TOWARD NUCLEAR DISARMAMENT, JAPANESE 
REP REFERRED TO HIS APRIL 21, 1977 PROPOSAL AND RETITERATED 
HIS REQUEST THAT CTB TREATY NEGOTIATIONS BE STARTED IN 
THE CCD AT THE EARLIEST POSSIBLE DATE. IF THE CTB 
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REGIME PERMITTED PEACEFUL NUCLEAR EXPLOSIONS (PNE'S), 

THE JAPANESE REP STATED, THAT WOULD LEAD TO "THE DANGER 
OF (1) NNWS ACQUIRING NUCLEAR EXPLOSIVE CAPABILITY IN 
THE NAME OF PEACEFUL PURPOSES AND (2) NWS FINDING A 
LOOP-HOLE IN THE CTB REGIME." JAPANESE REP CONTINUED 
BY STATING JAPAN S VIEW "THAT NO PNE SHOULD BE CONDUCTED 
UNLESS AN INTERNATIONAL AGREEMENT IS REACHED ON AN 
INTERNATIONAL SUPERVISION AND CONTROL SYSTEM WHICH WILL 
ENSURE THAT NO WEAPONS TESTING CAN BE CARRIED OUT IN 
THE NAME OF PNE.” 
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D. CUT-OFF OF THE PRODUCTION OF FISSIONABLE 
MATERIAL FOR WEAPONS PURPOSES. REMARKING ON "THE TREND 
THAT THE PRODUCTION AND STOCKPILING OF FISSIONABLE 
MATERIALS OF WEAPON GRADE WILL BE IN SURPLUS, WHILE 
FISSIONABLE MATERIALS FOR PEACEFUL PURPOSES WILL BE IN 
SHORT SUPPLY IN THE LONG TERM," JAPANESE REP STATED THAT 
THE RESULT OF THIS MEASURE WOULD BE TO DIVERT NATURAL 
AND ENRICHED URANIUM TO PEACEFUL PURPOSES. 

E. MEASURES RELATED TO SECURITY OF NNWS. MENTIONING 
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THE LATIN AMERICAN NUCLEAR- WEAPON-FREE ZONE PROVIDED FOR 
BY THE TREATY OF TLATELOLCO, JAPANESE REP SAID THAT SUCH 
ZONES CAN BE OF HELP BUT THAT "THE ESTABLSSHMENT OF SUCH 
ZONES REQUIRED AMPLE CONSIDERATION OF THE ACTUAL SITUATION 
IN EACH REGION." JAPANESE REP ALSO STATED THAT THE PROPOSED 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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INDIAN OCEAN PEACE ZONE (IOPZ) WOULD CONTRIBUTE TO THE 
SECURITY OF THE COUNTRIES CONCERNED, " PROVIDED THAT THE 
ESTABLISHMENT OF SUCH A ZONE (1) GAINS THE CONSENSUS OF 
THE STATES CONCERNED, INCLUDING NWS; (2) DOES NOT UNDER- 
MINE THE PEACE AND SECURITY OF THE REGION OR THE ENTIRE 
WORLD; (3) IS FURNISHED WITH AN EFFECTIVE SAFEGUARDS SYSTEM 
EMBRACING INSPECTION AND VERIFICATION; AND (4) IS CONSISTENT 
WITH THE PRINCIPLES OF INTERNATIONAL LAW, INCLUDING THE 
PRINCIPLE OF THE FREEDOM OF NAVIGATION ON THE HIGH SEAS.” 

7. TURNING TO THE REALTION SHIP OF PEACEFUL ACTIVITIES TO 
NUCLEAR NON PROLIFERATION, JAPANESE REP POINTED OUT THAT 
THE NUCLEAR FUEL CYCLE INVOLVING PLUTONIUM REPROCESSING 
"IS THE ONLY FUEL CYCLE WHICH HAS BEEN CHOSEN AS A 
RESULT OF INTERNATIONAL RESEARCH OVER THE PAST THIRTY 
YEARS, AND IS NOW TECHNICALLY AND ECONOMICALLY ESTABLISHED." 
JAPANESD REP ALSO STATED THAT COUNTRIES LIKE JAPAN, RELY- 
ING ON NUCLEAR POWER FOR A LARGE AMOUNT OF ENERGY DEMAND, 
CANNOT SECURE A STABLE SUPPLY OF ENERGY ON A LONG-TERM 
BASIS WITHOUT THE REPROCESSING OF SPEND FUEL AND THE 
RE-UTILIZATION OF THE URANIUM AND PLUTONIUM OBTAINED 
THEREFROM. AND CANNOT PHYSICALLY PROVIDE FOR THE LONG-TERM 
STORAGE OF SPENT FUEL BECAUSE OF ECOLOGICAL CONSIDERATIONS. 

8. TO CONTROL SENSITIVE MATERIALS AND TECHNOLOGY. 

JAPANESE REP INDICATED FOLLOWING MEASURES WOULD BE 
USEFUL: (1) TO CARRY OUT THE PROPOSED INTERNATIONALG 
NUCLEAR FUEL CYCLE EVALUATION PROGRAM: (2) TO EXAMINE 
THE TECHNICAL POSSIBILITIES OF EXTRACTING PLUTONIUM IN A 
FORM INAPPROPRIATE FOR THE PRODUCTION OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS; 

(3) TO CONCLUDE A CTB TREATY AND TO URGE AS MANY 
COUNTRIES AS POSSIBLE TO ACCEDE TO IT IN ORDER TO PREVENT 
PLUTONIUM FROM BEING USED FOR NUCLEAR TEST EXPLOSIONS." 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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9. STATING THAT JAPAN S SUPPORT FOR THE INTERNATIONAL 
NUCLEAR FUEL CYCLE EVALUATION PROGRAM IS BASED ON THE 
UNDERSTANDING THAT JAPAN'S NUCLEAR DEVELOPMENT PROGRAM 
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WILL NOT BE HAMPERED, JAPANESE REP SAID IT IS INDISPENSABLE 
THAT THE GREATEST POSSIBLE NUMBER OF INTERESTED COUNTRIES 
'INCLUDING THE SO-CALLED 'THRESHOLD' COUNTRIES AS WELL 
AS NWS, " JOIN IN THE INTERNATIONAL EVALUATION EFFORT. 

WHILE THE EVALUATION IS GOING ON, JAPANESE REP STATED, 

"WE BELIEVE THAT THE REPROCESSING AND PLUTONIUM 
UTILIZATION PROGRAMS OF SUCH NNWS MEMBERS OF THE NPT 
AS URGENTLY REQUIRE THE REPROCESSING OF SPENT FUEL TO 
MEET THEIR GROWING ENERGY DEMAND, SHOULD NOT BE 
HINDERED." 

10. AS A FINAL RECOMMENDATION, JAPANESE REP POINTED OUT 
"THE NECESSITY OF ESTABLISHING AN INTERNATIONAL ARRANGE- 
MENT FOR THE PHSYICAL PROTECTION OF NUCLEAR MATERIALS 
DURING THEIR STORAGE AND TRANSPORTATION." 

11. COMMENTS AND FURTHER ANALYSIS OF JAPANESE STATEMENT 
PROVIDED SEPTEL. 

12. UK REP (ASHE) INTRODUCED A TECHNICAL WORKING PAPER 

ON PROPHYLAXIS AGAINST CHEMICAL WEAPONS (CW) NERVE AGENT 
POISONS (CCD/541 ). THE WORKING PAPER, THE BRITISH REP 
SAID, DEALS WITHE MEDICAL TREATMENT AFTER POISONING BY 
TYE NERVE AGENT "SOMAN," MENTIONED IN A YUGOSLAV WORKING 
PAPER (CCD/503) OF JULY 1976. BY PROPHYLACTIC USE OF 
CARBAMATES TOGETHER WITH SUPPORTING TREATMENT, THE UK 
REP SAID, EXPERIMENTS HAVE SHOWN THE 

POSSIBILITY OF RAISING THE LETHAL DOSE OF SOMAN BY A FACTOR 
OF ABOUT EIGHT.
